House when the Southern Democrats 
in caucus succeeded for the first time 
jn the past 15 years in breaking the 
‘Administration’s slate in selection of 
Ways: & Means Committee members. 
The Southerners, over opposition of the 
Leadership, succeeded in naming Con- 
gressman Burr Harrison of Virginia to 
this post. Again the next day a coali- 
tion of Southern Democrats and North- 
ern Republicans succeeded in changing 
the rules of the House by reinvesting 
the power in the Rules Committee to 
largely control the flow of legislation 
from other committeea to the floor of 
the House. In other words, this coali- 
tion repealed the so-called 21-day rule 
enacted by the Administration with its 
top-heavy majority two years ago. Un- 
der the 21-day rule the Administration 
could by-pass the Rules Committee, 
thereby making the Committee more or 
less impotent. 
SIGNIFICANCE 

While it is true that the Rules Com- 
mitteo is thereby restored to its former 
powerful position, it is not true, as the 
press would make it appear, that the 
so-called Progressive element and the 
Rules Committee can now over-ride 
the will of the majority of the mem- 
bers of the House. On the contrary, 
provision is made under the new rules 
adopted for a majority (218) of the 
House to petition any bill reported by 
a legislative committee to the floor 
of the House for a vote. 

It does mean, however, that the 
Rules Committee will have far greater 
power in the 82nd Congress than in 
the 81st in applying the brakes on 
what might be considered hastily con- 
ceived legislation. 

As we cee it, this is a great victory 
for. the. country. Speaking as a mem- 
ber of that committee, we think we can 
safely say that there is not a man on 
the committee who will not use his

STATE BUSINESS TOOK 
INCREASE IN NOV. 


State College, Miss.—Mississippi bus- 
iness during November, 1950, was 15 
per cent above November, 1949, the 
Mississippi Business Review of the 
business research station at Mississippi 
State College reported. 

The Review reported the following 
increases in November, 1950, compared 
with the same month a year earlier: 

Bank debits, 35 per cent, money or- 
der and postal note sales four per cent; 
postal receipts, eight per cent; tele- 
phones in service, seven per cent; elec- 
‘trie connections seven per cent; gas 
connections 19 per cent; life insurance 
sales one per cent; registration licenses 
issued, five per cent; and sales tax 
collections, eight per cent. 

November, 1950, was a better busi- 
ness month than November, 1949, in 
15. of the 16 trade areas. The Corinth 
area reported, a decrease of less than 
one per Cent. 

The increases by districts were: Bil- 
oxi-Gulfport 18.8 per cent; Clarksdale 
40.5; Columbus eight; Greenville, 32.7; 
Greenwood, 32.6; Hattiesburg, 11.9; 
Jackson, 14.6; Laurel, 12; McComb, 
14.66; Memphis, 21.7; Meridian, 13.9; 
Natchez, 9.7; Pascagoula, 12.2; Tupelo, 
15.2; and Vicksburg, 5.4 per cent. . 

The business research station’s index 
moved upward 17 points from Novem- 
ber 1, when it was 325 per cent of the 
1939-40 average to November 30 when 
it was 342 per cent.
